A sing the Grand Jury for the County of 
Dublin, at the Green street Commission Court 
yesterday, Mr. Justice Dodd said that their 
duties would not be very exacting.

They must be satisfied that 
the person charged with reeeiving stolen goods 
had made all reasonable inquiry as to where 
and how the sellers had possession of them 
before they could throw out the bill. 

As to the genera! state of the county he had 
no more information than they themselves had. 
He had not been supplied with any statistics or 
report with regard to that part of the county 
which was: outside the Dublin Metropolitan 
Police area. But within that area the report 
showed that in the two months since the last 
Commission 138 offence, with violence had been 
committed against property and there were 145

MORE INFORMATION,

Coroner’s Strong Remarks on 
Ferrycarrig Bombing.

sierday. It will be remembered that in the

Mr. T. B. Dunbar, solicitor, Enniscorthy, re- 
srosented the national Army at the inquest. 
Dr. 8S. V, O'Connor deposed that when he was 


sailed by the military authorities on 
Sunday at 3.30 am. he found the 
four soldiers dead. He found two deep 


wounds gn the right side of Private Doyle's face. 
bither of the wounds would be sufficient to cause 
death, He also found a deep wound penetrat- 
ine the right lung. “All the other wounds were 
superficial, and death resulted from shock and 
hemorrhage. There could be hardly any doubt 


athet death resulted from a bomb explosion, as

‘He immediately made arrimge- 
ments for a clergyman and Doctor O'Connor 
to proceed to the scene.

DRAMATIC FARCE AT 
THE GAIETY. 


Dramatic-faroe would .be a better de- 
scription than comedy-drama to spp to 
“Ambrose Appleton's Adventure,” Mr, alter 
Hackett’s threé-act play, which was produced 
ut the Gaiety Theatre last night by Mr. Thomas 
C. Dagnall's company. Ambrose himself, his 
Aunt Agatha, and his cousin Poppy are drawn 
on purely tarcical lines, and the situations are 
broad farce spiced with melodrama. Once this 
premise is accepted the play provides a most 
diverting entertainment, with thrills and laughs 
san each other every moment. Certainly 
ast night’s large audience seemed to enjoy the 
mixture very much, and both author and 
players had every reason to be content with 
their reception. : 

It is as if W. W. Jacobs had been given the 
task of rewriting a “ gripping” Le Queux story 
and had fallen on it tooth and nail, but hed 
suffered occasional qualms of conscience, which 
persuaded him to leave little bits of the original | 
sticking out here and there like stones in a 
meadow. Ambrose is “ forty’ and a bit,” finan- 
cially fat, physically fat, and mentally fat. He 
is utterly contented with what the gods have 
given him—including his aunt and cousin as 
willing slaves—until one soul-shattering day 
when two young ladies rise in a crowded rail- 
way carriage to give him their seats. Then 
the horrid truth is borne in upon him that he 
is passé, and out of the ensuing discontent is 
born the determination to slough the stultifying 
garments of prosperity and seek to renew his 
youth in the search of adventure. He quotes 
an auctioneer friend, ‘“‘Those whom the gods 
love die young, but those who are respectable 
grow old very quickly.” While he is still 
screwing his courage to the sticking point, 
Adventure (with a capital “A”) comes head- 
long to him—bushels of it. Incidentally he 
learns that the founder of his family was a 
pirate named Applejack—one of the ladies in 
the advénture called him Apple Tart at one 
point, but that may have been a slip—and in 
the second act he dreams himself back into the 
incarnation of his buccaneer ancestor. at 
second act is many ways the funniest of the 
three, for the scene on the pirate ship is carried 
out on a consistent note of high burlesque. 
Good effect is also achieved by the fragmentary 
survival of the dream in the third act, when 
the eminently respectable Ambrose startles his 
kinsfolk and others with strange oaths and 
“ bluggy ” phrases. 

Mr. Beresford Lovett played Ambrose some- 
what too broadly, especially in the first act. 
He was probably at his best in the second act, 
but did very well in the t. He got his 
laughs, unfailingly, but if he had acted with a 
little more restraint those laughs would have 
been less superficial. Miss Enid Lindsey de- 
serves high praise for her portrait of the vam- 
pirish Russian heroine. iss Shirley Huxley 
was very good as the thoroughly domesticated 
little cousin. Other parts were capably filled 
by Miss Agnes Knights as the early Victorian 
aunt, Miss Maud Garth as Mrs. Pengard, and 
Messrs. John Wheatman, Alfred Fisher, Herbert 
Humber, A. Fellows Bassett, and John C. 
Lawrence. There will be matinées on Wednes- 
day and Saturday at 2.30. 


THEATRE ROYAL. 


The Wylie-Tate Super Pierrots of 1922 ap- 
peared last evening at the Theatre Royal, and 
had a good reception.

“ Farmers welcome the closest investigation 
into their industry,’ said Mr. W. R, Morrow, 
Vice-Chairman of the Ulster Farmers’ Union, 
esterday, when he gave evidence before the 
orthern Government's Committee on the cost 
of living. ‘‘ The conditions prevailing during 
the war,’ he added, “ were such that the ordi- 
nary economic laws of supply and demand 
brought to the farmer higher prices, but it can 
be asserted with confidence that even under 
those conditions agricultural prices did not rise 
proportionately to the excessive standard at- 
tained in most other *-‘ustries, as nearly 
every article of farm produce was under Govern- 
ment. control. 

Mr. Morrow compared the pre-war market 
rp with the prices obtaining to-day. In 
913 wheat was 7s. Sid. per ewt., now it was 8s. 
Other items were: Oats, 1913 6s., 1922 Gs. 8d. to 
7s. 6d.; potatoes, 3s. Sid. and le. 9d. to 2s. 6d.; 
pork, £3 3s. 7d. and £5 10s. to £5 15s.; butter, 
£5 3s. (11d. per Ib.) and £9 6s. 8d. (1s. 8d. per 
Ib.); wool, ls. per Ib, and 5d. per lb.; eggs, 
lijd. per doz. and 2s. 3d. to 2s. 9d. per doz. 
winter, and about ls. per dos. summer; mutton, 
£3 10s. Sd. per cwt. and £5 to £6; beef, £3 


Regarding vegetables, he said that average 
prices were not easily obtainable, though it 
would appear from general observation that the 
disparity between the producers’ prices and 
those paid by the consumer was very coneider- 
able. The common variety of potatoes was 
being used largely for cattle feeding. There 
was very little chipping at the present time. 
There was no serious interference in t 
Southern cattle trade, and there was no reason 
why a man should not bring in cattle from the 
South and West, if he desired. 

Wages to-day were 100 per cwt. higher than 
in 1913, and in certain districts employés were 
given a weckly half-holiday. 


APPLES TO CATTLE. 


Recently he had heard of farmers who gave 
apples to cattle. The public should be urged to 
use fruit more freely. There was a big crop of 
apples this year, but heavy railway charges 
were not an encouragement to the grower to 
send supplies to the market. 

In the course of their inquiry the Committee 
might address themselyes to find a. method 
whereby fruit and other produce of the seasons, 
when there was a glut, might be procurable at 
cheap prices by the consumers. This season 
there must’ have been hundreds, if not 
thousands, of tons of good fruit for which the 
grower could not receive even a sufficient 
amount to cover the eost of picking and trans- 
port. 

Mr. Morrow placed before the Committee 
statistical comparisons of producers’ prices in 
Ireland and England, and contended that the 
figures showed that whatever truth there might 
be in the assertion that the cost of living in 
Northern Ireland was higher than in Great 
Britain, the farmer in Northern Ireland did not 
receive as much for his produce as the prices 
prevailing in Great Britain. 

Mr. T. MeDowell dealt with the question of 
freights, and said that in gome cases the cost 
rá carriage éxceeded the market price of pro- 
uce, '

TIPPERARY FARMERS’ WARNING. 
At a largely attended meeting of the North 


Tipperary Farmers’ Association, héld in the 
Courthouse, Nenagh—Mr. James O'Meara 
(Moanfin) presiding—a long discussion took 


place in reference to the price of barley, after 
which the following resolutions were wnani- 
mously adopted :— 

“That we, the North Tipperary Farmers’ As- 
sociation, hereby call upon the Minister of Agri- 
culture and the members of the Government of 
Ireland to take immediate steps to protect the 
farming community againet the danger of ab- 
solute Cenkrantey, due to the present altogether 
inadequate prices offered for barley. The De- 

artment of Agriculture admits that it costs at 
east 28s. a barrel to produce this most neces- 
sary cereal, and if the producer is only to be 
recompensed at two-thirds the cost of produc- 
tion it will eventually mean that another im- 
portant item of agriculture must cease, with 
the dire result of eending further Irish money 
to foreign markets, and thereby not only caus- 
ing wnemployment, but untold loss to our 
country.” 

Another resolution ealled on the local barley 
buyers to give at least 25s. per barrel for barley, 
as anything less would entail cdnsiderable loss 
to farmers; and pointed out that, if farmers of 
North Tipperary only get 17s. or 20s, a barrel 
for barley, they would advise all their membérs 
to stop growing barley altogether. 


GUNS FOR FARMERS. 


A resolution was proposed by Mr. Maurice 
Leamy, asking the Government to restore all 
fowling pieces to farmers, as the whole country 
was infested with vermin, which was causing 
considerable damage to crops. 

A resolution was also proposed by Mr. John 
O'’Donohue, Borrisokane, asking the Executive 
of the Unpurchased Tenants’ Association what 
steps (if any) had been taken since the Dublin 
Convention in April regarding the unpurchased 
tenants. 


NORTHERN PARLIAMENT.

ADOPTION OF BRITISH ACTS. 


In the Northern Parliament yesterday, the 
second reading of the Uniformity of Laws Bill 
was moved by Mr. R. Best, K.C., Attorney- 
Genoral. This Bill applies to Northern Ireland 
eerain Acts that were passed by the British 
Parliament during the present session. The 
Acts are the Infanticide Act, the Gaming Act, 
the Bread Acts ‘Amendment’ Act, the 
Sale of Tea Act, and the Celluloid and Cinema- 
tograph Act. 

r. Best said that, as far as general legisia- 
tion was concerned, they desired to keep on the 
same lines as the Imperial Parliament. He did 
not suggest that they should slavishly follow 
Great Britain, but where they found an Act 
which was suitable they ‘would consider its 
adoption. 

Dr. Morrison gave his hearty approval to the 
adoption of the Infanticide Act, and said that 
the Bastardy Act, which had been in operation 
in England for 50 years, should also be adopted. 
By making the fathers of illegitimate chil- 
dren partly, if not entirely, responsible for their 
support, they would -reduce the number of 
illegitimate births in the six counties—at present 
between 600 to 800 a year—by half. 

Mr. Crawford supported this suggestion. 

Replying for the Government, Mr. Megaw 
promised that they would consider the matter. 


THE SENATE,

stage, and the Solicitors and a? Authorities 
Elections and Constitution Bitlis were read a 
second time.

Srr,—Will you permit me to comment briefly 
on the “illustration ” in “ Credit Reformer’s - 
second article? A fruit-grower, he tells us, em- 
be two-thirds of his labourers in growing 
ruit for market and one-third in preparing new 
ground which he will use for fruit-growing next 
year. He charges the community a price for 
the fruit which tncludee the whole of his outlay 
in labour coste—the unremunerative capital 
expenditure as well as his expenditure on actual 
fruit cultivation. Therefore, next year, when 
the community buys from him the fruit grown 
on his newly-prepared ground, it has to pay a 
second time for the labour for which it has 
already paid. . 
In the first place, the fruit-farmer can only 
sell his fruit at the market price, which does 
not in any way depend on the additional capital 
expenditure that he chooses to embark upon. 
He would get just the same price whether he 
squandered the whole of the profits in dissipa- 
tion or invested them in some different business 
or employed them, as in the present instafice, 
in extending his fruit farm. The transaction 
between himself and the community is closed 
with the sale of the fruit, at the price of the 
day, and the community cannot claim to re- 
open it next year. ' aire !
